care for the afflicted.

The total n u m b e r of cases 
of the disease since th e epidemic be­ 
gan has been more th a n 4,OOO. 
Health authorities ad m it that u n ­ 
less cooler weather s**ts in the n u m ­ 
ber of new cases probably will b»* 
increased by several thousand before 
the epidemic stage passes.
